GENERAL  COMMENTS 


This  facility  is  presently  operated  as  an  auto  and  truck  body  shop. 
East  and  south  of  the  shop  and  office  building  is  a fenced  storage  area 
approximately  8000  square  feet  in  size.  This  area  is  completely  screened 
from  public  view  with  an  attractive  wood  and  metal  fence  approximately 
10  feet  high.  This  facility  is  presently  in  compliance  with  the  screen- 
ing requirements  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal  law  and  rule. 
The  city  of  Great  Falls  has  concurred  with  the  establishment  of  a wrecking 
facility  at  this  location  by  certifying  that  local  zoning  ordinances  and 
regulations  do  not  prohibit  the  land  use. 

Licensing  this  business  as  a motor  vehicle  wrecking  facility  will 
allow  the  owner/operator  to  salvage  vehicles  for  used  parts  sales  and  pur- 
chase totaled  salvage  vehicles  from  insurance  companies.  A minor  amount 
of  government  services  and  time  will  be  needed  to  conduct  periodic  routine 
field  inspections  of  the  facility  to  assure  that  it  is  being  operated  and 
maintained  in  compliance  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Recycling  and  Disposal 
law  and  regulations. 
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
